' 'Dhe Indian Territory eompriM a 

liart of the Louisiana pnrchaBe, and 
was bought from France in IHO;} by 
Thomai Jeffenon. 

It extesdi fh>ni 33 degrees aftd 40 
minutes to 37 degrees north latitude, 
and from !)4 degrees and 30 minutes 
to 102 degreee west longitude, and 
contain* about ^,900 square miles. 
It wftpi net apart by the government in 
1830 for the occupancy of the Indian 
tribes then seatterad almut over the 
South and Went. Tlie foil )wiii;; tii'icf 
were afterwards reniuved and pliu ed 
OH reservations witliin the Territory: 
Cherokees, Creei«H, Choctaws, Cbica- 
saws, Seminoles, Usages, Nez Perces, 
Kansas, I'oncas, Ottoes, Mifsouris, 
Pawnees, lowas, Sao and Fux, Kica- 
poos, Pottowatamies, Cheyennes and 
Arnpiiliocs, Wioliitn.s KioWM, Co- 
nmnclies and Apaches. 

The first five nametl ooroprise what 
IS known as the five civilized tribes, 
a..d oceupy wliat is loft of the origi- 
nal Indian Territory since the cutting 
off of Oklahoma on the west. These 
five tribes have beomemoreor less 
oivili/ed, and have adopted to a cer- 
tain extent the ways of the white 
man. In this foroed mareh from bar- 
barism to civili/.aiioti, ilie Cherokees 
have taken the lead and have been 
oloiely followed by the Creeks, Choc- 
taws and Chicasaws. 

A trip tlirough the Cherokee coun- 
try at the i>reBent time would astonish 
any one who has been taught to re-

In ;:oing throngli the Cherokee 
country the traveler is everywbeic 
fiiet by evi'lences of montnl, i^terial 
and H<K'::il iiilvaiicenu'iit. Fine fiurms 
Btocketl with blooded horses and oat- 
tie, neat farm houses and fine school 
housss and ohurehes meet the gase of 
the astonished tourist iu every direc- 
tion, and force njmn the mind the un- 
mistakable fact that iu the forward 
march of agricultural progress the 
Cherokee Indian is fai iu advance of 
many of his pale faced bretbrea of 
the south and east 

All that ])art of the original Indian 
Territory lying west of the five civi- 
lised tribes has been by various acts 
of coii;:n ss cut off from the original 
Indian Territory, aud a separate ter- 
ritorial government organized under 
the name of Oklahoma, embracing 
what was known as old Oklahoma, 
the Sac and Fox country, theChe}-- 
enne and Arapahoe reservatiun, the 
Cherokee Strip, and the strip of pub- 
lic land north of Texas, which was 
lieretofbre known as "No Man's 
Land." 

The territory thus embraced con- 
tidns a population of about 825,000 
siuls, or a little more than the States 
of Idahd, Wyoming and Nevada com- 
bined. There are perhaps a half d«- 
len states in the American Union 
with a pnialler popul»tion an<l a dozen 
with less wealth than the territory of 
Oklahoma, aud it is only a question 
of a very short time when another star 
will be added to old glory, and well 
may the forty-five already tlie re twin- 
kle with a brighter luster to welcome 
into that piond galaxy of oonnMi- 
wealtbs this naw symbol of M ambry 
otio empire. *

which ha* reoeive<l so much newspa- 
per notoriety during the past two 
years, and alwut which so many con- 
Hiding reports have gone forth.

St Paul, Minn., Sept 2.— The dis- 
patches received last night briefly told 

of the flames that were raging in por- 
tions of Wisconsin and Minneeota. 

Only the homirs wbidi accompa- 
nied the Chicago fite can be cited to 
<;om|iare with the terrjble scenes and 
experiences in the flame swept pine 
region of Plqe, Kanabec and Charlton 
counties of Minnesota, and Burnett 
county, Wisconsin. At least 400 set- 
tlers, their families and others were 
burned to death or suilbcated before 
the flauics reached tliem, and the 
death list may roach another hundred 
or more. 

riie p(oj)lc of Hinkley, which was 
a |)rosperoU8 town in I'iiie county, )i7 
miles southwest of Duluth, are now 
dead or homeless and destitute. At a 
conservative estimate 2S0 men, women 
and children of this doomed town 
were unable to escape from the merci- 
ess, swiftly advandng sheets of fire. 
They fell on the railroad trucks or on 
the old territorial road, either to he 
cremated or die the more merdfhl 
leath from suffocation by the cloiida 
of ilcuse smoke and haat laden atmos- 
phere. The number of corpses aliea- 
dy recovered from the blackene<l waste 
U over 160, the majority being wo- 
men and children, who had not the 
strength to fight their destroyer, or to 
escape by fleeing to a place of safety. 
So far as <'iui be learned at this time, 
from tlTe' devastated 
lowing towns have 
and the following are the dead m 
numbers: 

Hinckley, Minn., 1,000 to 1,200 
inhabitants: 250 to 300 dead, 500 to 
600 homeless. 

l'oke;.'ania, Minn., the next station 
southwest of Hinkley, 500 inhabitants 
50 dead. 

Mission Creek, next .-tatimi sonth of 
Hiukley, on the St. I'aul aud Dulnth 
railroad, 10 people dead. 

Sandstone Junction, Minn., next 
tatlon north of Hikley, on the Saint 
Paul and Dnlutb road; 26 dead. 

Sandstone, second station north of 
Hinkley, on the East Minneapolis 
road; dead. 

Cromwell, Minn., Carlton county; 
dead unknown. 

Miller, Minn., near Hinkley, off* 
railroad line; dead unknown. 

Shell Lake, Naronetie, Greanite 
Lake, Cumberhind, Pineville, Com- 
tock, and Forest City, lumber towns 
in Wisconsin, between the Chippewa 
Falls and Superior. Spooner, Wis., 
partly destroyed. 

The number of dead in these Wis- 
consin towns and in other parts of the 
country between Chippewa Falls and 
Superior is astlmatad at oaahaadred 

persons. 

The Minnesota contiagratiou which 
was attended by the shockiuf loss of 
life and agony of body and mind for 
hundreds of others, who escaped with 
their lives only, swept everything and 
everybody in its path from Pine City 
as fhr west u Cariton, nsar Dnluth. 
The great valley betwaen Kettle riv- 
er and the Crow Lake, which a few 
days agt waa ia'no dnagtr destruc- 
tion by the forest fires, are now one 
vast area of ashes and cinders, with 
here and there an oasis in the desert 
uf devastation in the form «f a half 
dried lake, a standing fkrm building 
or a clump of timber. The bodies of 
the known and unknown dead which 
dot tba healed mid blaak txpanse, 
give the scene the ap|>earance of a 
battle field, in which the fire had play- 
ed the oonquering role. 

As toe survivon of the Johnsto)^ n 
flood eecajied before the avalanche of 
of water, and u the locomotive bore 
the warning of approaching disaster 
at that time, so did hundreds of hu- 
man beings siek a place of safety from 
the flames by riding behiud the rush- 
ing locomotive which bore the limited 
train backward toward Duluth after 
tlie brave engineer, Jim Ii^K>t, had ta- 
ken his train in the midst of flames.

Duluth, Sept. 2. The latest news 
here tonight ie to the effect that the- 
damagt^ iM has not been exagger- 
ated. Duluth reports that millions of 
dollars of property has been destroyed 
and that 300 lives were Inst. lielief 
trains have been sent from here and 
St Paul. A train of snflbrers is ex- 
pecte<l here ntcin. In Wisconsin the 
towns of Baronette, Granite Lake, 
Comberiand, Pineville, Gometock, 
anil Forest City have beon i>urned. 
Seventy houses destroyetl at Uhell 
Lake and Spooner is thieataned like- 
wise. 

Minneapolis, Sept. 2. — The lirst 
train over the St Paul and Duluth 
road, direct from the scenp of the 
great fire, reached here at Vl.\h. 
Among the passengers was Mrs Law- 
rence, who left here Saturday, but had 
to return tiecanse her journey led 
through the burning district. 

Mrs. Lawrence says the first evi- 
dence of the fire wsa noticeable from 
about ten miles the otiier side (d' Hink- 
ley, when the air bdcanie almost suHu- 
eating. One mile the other dde or 
Hinckley a number of persons— ac- 
cording to the story of Mrs. Law- 
rence there was obout r)0— rushed to- 
ward the train, screaming frantically. 
The engineer seeing the danger they 
wt'ie in if tiiey reiiiaiucil, stopped the 
train to let them aboard. The heat 
became intenee, and toe whole volca- 
no of lire seemed to Imrst out iu a 
mighty etllirt to wipe the (.rain aud 
its (K'cupanls olf the face of the earth. 
Mrs. Lawrence descrilMS the scene in 
a graphic manner. She said: 

"Atthe first rush of the flamee 4» 
district, the fo^ spard ^flars t^ window panes went 
been destr oy <a| ^ffalH t l ilC ttwlC ^Mfftha irain began 
slowly to return towards Skunk Lake. 
People screamed, men Jumped through 
the oir windows — the wild scramble 
was horrible — there was no humanity 
in it. Every person was for himself, 
and they did not care how thev got 
out of the swirling, rushing mass of 
ICS. My drsss caught fire but I 
etxtinguished the llamcs." 

I Stood it as long as I could aud 
then I rushed out of the oar, iumping 
over one or two persons that were 
lying on the ground iujuied. Some 
of the people jumped hito Skunk 
Lake, but J simply ran across the ties. 
The fire had burned away and after 
keeping it up until my strength gave 
out, I fell down between the rail. I 
expected every minute that my dress 
would burn away from my b i.ly. I 
put cut the flames half a dozen times, 
and I had to hold my hands over the 
baby's facein order to keep .to Afom 
suffocating. " 

Sunday morning Mrs. Lawrence 
was picked up in the middle of the 
track about two miles the other side 
of Hincxley by a relief party out Irom 
Duluth that had made the trip on a 
hand oar. 

Thasita of Hinckley, says Mrs. 
Lawrence, is nothing but a blackened 
waste with the bodies of dead and 
ii^nvrd pMaonslytof aTaiTwiMra.

St Paul, Minn , Sept 2.— Dr. W. 
H. Crary, of this city, who was on 
board, talis of the backward run of 
the train ftr several miles until a small 
hJte was rsached. 'BQastoiy as given 
to the Monuag Gall wporta r is aa 
follows : 

"The woods on each dde were lashed 

by a fierce wind, blowing at the rate 
of 80 miles an hour. Ouward through 
the smoke the limited sped, the situa- 
tion growing more alarming at every 
mile. As the train neared Hinckley 
it was discovered that the fire had 
reached the railroad, but on it sped, 
the engineer hoptog to pass Saekley 
in time to escape the danger. Itw 
not until the traiu bad coma Within a 
mile of Hinckley that the engineer 
discovered that the train was burning 
and that it would be impossible to 
pass. The bridge had already been 
consumed, together with the mills and 
honssa of Hinckley. Aars tba trnto 
was met by KM) or more fugitives from 
the burning town. Mothen carried 
ia their anM aBall ahMna, atfian 
fblliiwing olnee behtod aad hanging 
to the mothers' skirta. Home earricd 
a few household goods aad otkan ware 
crying and meaning on aooount of the 
louses alrsady sustatoed. Many weia 
so nearly exhausted that they could 
soaioely climb on to the train.

Thev 
wandeied across Asia iu great migra- 
tory bauds, increasing in numbers as^ 
tliey caiiic, iiclpcd 1(1 beatdnuM the 
K'iniau Emjiire, totally destroyed the 
I >v/antine Empire and made such a 
change in I'liropcon history that it is 
felt to this day.

The couple 
were fined 150 for the man and 840 
for the woman, and being unable to 
raise this they were taken to the Ben- 
ton jail, where the man will board 
for twanty-fiva days and the woman 
for twenty." 

Last week Sherilf Franks arrested 
Horece Sage, the man who attcnijited 
suicide at this place, some months 
ago. Horace was neetled to settle up 
the fine which caused him to make 
the attempt to cross the dark river, 
at the time it WM assessed. Aitor 
arresting him the sherifT placed Sage

|)risouer wanting to procure boudsmen 
if |K)ssible. After finding tliat he 
would have some difficulty in giving 
bond. Sage succeeded iu eluding the 
hallff and when last heard of he was 
idring bis heels in Illinois. Horace 
evidently found it an eatlar job w 
cross the Ohio than wading tha dark 
Jordan.

"Well.- fur theeriisade in l.ondnn. Kc- 
sulutiuus were adopted asking Con 
greiato have a]ipoiDtcd a commission 
to investigate the lynchings within 
the past ten years, and to rejiort the 
fiudingi to Congrew. 

Chicago, August 30. — After a four- 
teen days' session the in\tional iabor 
commission adjourned at .'! o'clock tliis 
sfternoou to reassemble iu Washing- 
ton, Wednesday, September 2(1, when 
it will, according to Chairman 
Wrigbhl's frrmal announcement, 
receive uny conimimication bearing on 
the settlement of the difficulties that 
come lietwcen labor and capital and 
hear any witnesses wlio m;.y de.-ire lo 
testif^'. One humlrcil and seven wit- 
nesses have been heard so fur and 
nearly 81,. "SOD expended by the board. 
Knb])ocnae- Inivc been neees.--ay in 
only a few cases to get persons to tes- 
tify, nine-tenths of the testimony hav- 
ing been given voluntarily. 

Indianapolis, Ang. — In resjions 
to a call issued by the (i(io<i ( iti/.en- 
ship League of Indiana three hundred 
representatives of churches of all de- 
nominations, temperance and other 
Bocietie;*, met here today, to take ac- 
tion in regard to the organization of a 
movement independent of the old 
political parties in the interest of pub- 
lic morality and reform. Col. lill F. 
Bitter p«reaidad and an address was 
issued calling on all good citi/ens to 
unite against the saloon and to work 
against all candidates who are iu sym- 
pathy with the saloon element. A 
oomplete organisation will be made 
and carried into every oountj in the 
State. 

Uvalder, Tex., Aug Jl.— A terrible 
catastrophe bo^ll this thriving town 
early this murnmg, ancl in day there 
is muurnintc iu many households. The 
oalamity was entirely unexpected. 
The treacherous Leonu river, swollen 
to a raging lorroul by recent rains, 
rushed without a moment's warning 
down upon the town, submerging and 
wrecking many houses and drowning 
tk number uf people. 

An earthquake shuck of some sounds 
duration was distinctly lelt during the 
night. At one phiec near the city 
about a (juarter of a mile of heavy 
oraeks appear on each side of the 
Iveonn rivtr, haviog apputBtijr no 
bottom. 

Wliile reports are incomplete re- 
garding loss of life, it ia estimated to- 



tlementt, hoping to escape on the 

train, but only disiqipointinent and 
death awaited tlicm. On rushed the 
train through the fiery hot breath of 
the pursuing flames, fur a stop would 
have been fatal to all oulvmrd. 

"As the weary passengers retraced 
their steps Sunday morning, some 
ntoot and others on handcars they 
loMod along the side of the track and 
ill tilt- hclds the charred remains of 

lli 'se 1 r unfortunate wretches. In 

f )ur miles, some 30 l)odie8 were found, 
some burned beyond recognition and 
others unscarred, having died from 
suffocation. It was a four or a five 
mih run back to Skunk Lake, which 
is little more than a mud Iiole, the 
mud and water covering not more 
than an acre. The train had gone 
but a short distance before it wa< 
surrounocd by the devouring tlames.

i]i<l blasts of llaines struck thecoaclies 
.-ctling them on lire in places and 
breaking the windows on both sides. 
The baggage car was soon a mass of 
llamcs which streamed back over the 
tender and the engine, setting fire to 
the engineer's clotbies and scorching 
his lace and hands. On either side of 
thu engine there was a stream of tiame 
but

svas apparetitly certain death to him, 
but ci ulil he hold out for four miles 
the pasr.eiigers might possibly have 
escaped. To have deserted his post 
woulil have been death to all on 
board. Back of him stood his trusty 
li reman, who occasionally poured 
water on hit.i. 

"When the heat became unbearabb- 
for the tirenian he teok a dip in tl e 
water tank, from which he drew the 
supply for the engineer's shower hath. 
\t Skunk Lake the eiiLrineer had 
scarcely strength to shut oti' the steam. 
As he pulled the lever he sank to the 
ll lor exhausted, burned and bleeding, 
the broken glass iu the cab having cit 
him in a number of places. Quickly 
two men rushed to the cab and bore 
the form of brave James Hoot below 
the embank nient. Here he lay all 
night, covered with mud and dirty 
water and dying, as most of the pas- 
sengers believed. A mile or two from 
the lake the coaches were bur.uiug, 
above and underneath. On board 
the pas.seiigcrs became panic stricken, 
and it was only by force that many of 
the weaker ones were prevented from 
springing out of broken windows or 
rir-hiug out the doors. To prevent 
this the men guarded the doors. Scar- ^ 
eely a soul on board had MUUMBe <d 
e.-cape, not knowing at wnl^Rment 
the biiriiing train would jump from 
the track or run into a bed of coals. 

"At Skunk Lake 60 or more women 
children an<l men fouQd reftlge in the 
shallow water and dirty mud, the wo 
men walking out into the water until 
it reached their waists. With thei 
hands they bathed their burned faces 
with mud and water. Many of them 
were seriously burned on the train. 
Many lay in the mud, covering them- 
selves with it, and as idien as this be- 
came baked a fresh coat had to be 
added. Many on leaving the train 
rushed ot!" toward a marsh, and (ithers 
rnu further uloi.g the Hack, li is be- 
lieved that tunny of those are lust. 
S<tme few died of sutibcatiun within a 
few Tods of the poml. Many women 
had their clothes partially buiMdand 
torn flroro their bodies. 

"One mother was fbund nursing 
her SUOkling child to prevent it from 
being SUfTocuted. This jilaee was 
reached s<jnic tinn! near li o'clock in 
the evening, and it was not until mor- 
that tiie men ventured 



diaries, and with the assistance of a 
negro "spotter" he at length got evi- 
dence that resulted in the arrest uf 
Hawkins and iho other five negroes 
who were lynched. About nightftll 
yesterday the officer secured a two- 
horsn wagon and a white man named 
I!. T. .\tehis Ml tl) ilrive it. lie load- 
ed his prisoners into the vehicle hand- 
cuffed and chained together, and star- 
ted Millington. As they reached 
Big cretl;. two miles west of ^lilling- 
ton, someiiody at the roadside called 
out: "Don't try to cross there. The 
bridge U down. Come this way." 

Bieliardson got down, and taking 
the horses by the head, led them into 
a path that opened in the direction 

wbeiic'' the warning had come. It 
was dark in the woods, but suddenly 
Uichardson saw two gun presented at 
his stomach, ami a stern voice said: 
"Throw up your hands. " 
"What dues this mean?" demanded 
the oflicer. 

''None of your d — d business; "ao 
throw 'em up." 

The olHcer obeyed. 
Then Atchison was ordered to get 
do^vn and was placed under guard. 

The negro prisoners, divining the 
purpose of the mob, attempted to leap 
from the wagon. A volley rang out 
from forty or fifty guns and they fell 
back, wounded and dying. A dozen 
of the mob leaped into the wagon and 
threw them out. "Volley atter volley 
wastben poured into the faintly strug 
gling Duiss, and iu a few moments all 
was still. Hawkin%'head was almost 
shot from his body. 

The mob, after makiug sure that 
all six were dead, mounted and rode 
away. AtQhiw> then mounted one 
mule and hastened to justice Hill's 
bouse, some distance away, and uoti 
iied him of the slaughter. The justice 
at onoe made ready to go to the spot, 
and at daybreak was there with a jury 
of iu(|ue3t, composed of live white 
men an<l two negroes. The jury ren 
dered a verdict that death was inflict- 
ed by men unknown to the jury.
